Wednesday morning the minister partici- 
pated in a “Newsmaker’s Breakfast” at the 
Press Club, where he and Kuwaiti Oil Minis- 
ter Ali Khalifa al-Sabah fielded questions 
from American and foreign journalists. 

Al-Sabah participated in the press confer- 
ence from Kuwait via a live television satellite 
hookup. The Kuwaiti minister offered a 
strong defense of OPEC oil pricing policies. 

In his introductory remarks at the break- 
fast, Yamani urged American journalists to 
make a greater effort at trying to understand 
Saudi Arabia. The minister criticized Ameri- 
can press and television reports which con- 
veyed an inaccurate picture of the Kingdom 
and its policies, and he urged more U .S. jour- 
nalists to visit Saudi Arabia and learn the 
truth about the country first-hand.

After the press conference, Yamani paid a 
courtesy call on the Washington Bureau of 
Arab News Asharq Al -Awsat and met with 
tiie staff of Saudi Research and Marketing . 
Co. 

In his interview, Yamani also was critical of 
U.S. press accounts dealing with Saudi Ara- 
bian oil policy and the recent price increase. 

“ It is shameful that newspapers here do 
not accurately report the Kingdom’s stand on 
this matter, ” he said. 

“ They report that the Kingdom raised the 
price of oil, but the fact is that Saudi oil is the 
cheapest in the world market. 

“ Our stand on this matter is very dear : to 
keep the price of cal as low as possible. The 
Kingdom’s decision in this regard springs 
from the framework of OPEC. ” 

. Yamani noted that the Saudi Arabian gov- 
ernment’ 1 is doing a great deal to develop oar 
country, and at the same time shoulder our 
international responsibilities with great pre- 
cision. ” 

He added that the Kingdom was also com- 
mitted to aiding development in the Third 
World. 

“ We are not an oil-producing country , ” 
Yamani said, “ but rather an oil- extracting 
country. Our petroleum is a depletable 
resource. Thus those who ask us to increase 
our production now fail to realize that this 
would r n t>an having to reduce production in 
the future. ” 

Yamani a Western effort to reduce 
consumption of gasoline and other petroleum 
products was “ a good idea and will help to 
keep the price of oil down. " 

During the’ ‘ ‘Newsmaker ’s Breakfast * * 
Wednesday morning, Yamani was asked by 
Arab News -Asharq Al -Awsat to comment on 
a report in the Washi ng ton Post that Israel* s 
Prime Minister Men ahem Begin had invited 
Crown Prince Fahd to visit Jerusalem and 
address the Knesset on the Palestinian ques- 
tion. , , . 

Yamani indicated he did not take the invi- 
tation seriously and he described it as “ a 
public relations gimmick” by the Israel 
prime minister. 


Says oil is political weapon; 
sees Soviet need for crude in ‘85

RIYADH. May 28 — Minister of Pet- 
roleum and Mineral Resources Sheikh 
Ahmed Zaki Yamani told Ash Sharq Al 
Awsat newspaper Wednesday that Saudi 
Arabia’s oil is an important weapon the 
Soviets would like to have in their hands. 

In an interview published Thursday 
Yamani told the newspaper that ofl is a 
political and economic weapon that can be 
used in a number of ways, and that the 
eyes of the whole world are turned to the 
Middsle East region because of the oD 
weapon’s potential importance. He 
played down speculations on the possible 
use of force by oil consumers to seize the 
Gulf region’s riches however, saying such 
talk is only bluff. 

“Any Western country knows 
beforehand that resorting to force would 
lead to unforeseeable consquences and to 
an interruption of oil supplies. We cannot 
imagine that the United States or any 
other country would take such a risk which 
would have a direct effect on Western 
civilization.'' 

Yamani said oil can be used as either a 
positive or negative weapon in terms of 
political effect, and he died several 
instances when Arab petroleum reserves 
have influenced political and economic 
decisions. He said oil was used in the 1973 
Arab 

embargo to remind the Western bloc that 


it needs the Arabs. " When we boosted our 
production during the Iranian crisis, our 
attitude was to use oil as a pressure 
weapon,” he added. The minister said 
Saudi Arabia has never stopped using oil 
as a weapon, but has only changed the 
point of focus from time to time as politi- 
cal forces changed. 

He said the Soviets may. feel the urge for 
oil from the Middle East by 1985, when 
their supplies are down and their needs 
have increased, but he said they have 
already started planning ways to acquire 
iL In spite of oil’s growing importance in 
worid affairs, he predicted a drop in oil 
prices and a violent stir inside the oil- 
producing countries within coming 
months, possibly by autumn of 1 980 or the 
spring of 1981. 

The minister said Saudi Arabia does not 
intend to announce a new price for its oil, 
as is being predicted in some quarters, 
because he believes the present $28 a bar- 
rel price is “appropriate at present.” He 
denied the Kingdom has any plans to hike 
petroleum prices to $30 a barrel. 

“Perhaps Saudi Arabia would have 
considered this possibility, but after the 
OPEC conference in Taif we were sur- 
prised to realize that there was a near race 
among some members in raising prices.” 

Yamani said Saudi Arabia' s predictions 
last year that there would be an oil surplus 
on worid markets in 1980 has come to

“The surplus began to appear on the 
market this year, despite the fact that 
Iran’s production has dropped from 3.5 
million barrels a day to much less than two 
miDion barrels. Despite all this, there is 
still a surplus, and had Iran's production 
remained intact, such a surplus would 
have constituted a major threat to the 
price levels of countries charging high 
prices" 

He went on to other predictions, saying 
that unless there is a political upheaval in 
the Middle East or some other political 
event that leads to a large-scale halt in oil 
supplies, the surplus will increase “either 
this aut umn or next spring, and oil prices 
will collapse.” Yamani said such a collapse 
“will be followed by a violent commotion 
within the petroleum producing countries. 
This would happen, of course, in case 
OPEC members do not hasten to perceive

this reality and quickly agree together on 
the unification of prices. What we notice, 
however, is that this sight is not dear to 
our OPEC colleagues. Hence such a shake 
and such a collapse are possible." 

Saudi Arabia's most recent .price 
- increase was announced earlier this month 
by Yamani after his return from the 
annual budgetary meeting in Riyadh 
chaired by King Khaled. The $ 2 a barrel 
increase brought Saudi Arabia’s going 
rate per barrel to $ 28, and pushed the 
average rate for OPEC oil above the$ 35 a 
barrel mark. Saudi Arabia now produces 
9.5 million barrels of oil per day (bpd), 
one third of total OPEC output. 

The $ 2 price hike was smaller than 
many oil industry experts had expected, 
and some Western analysts saw the rise as 
pan of a Saudi Arabian drive to restore 
stability to world oil markets rather than 
an effort to damage Western bloc 
economies. Saudi Arabian oil had been 
priced at the bottom end of prices posted 
by OPEC members. Sheikh Yamani is the 
chief architect of a new long term OPEC 
pricing formula aimed at restoring stabil- 
ity to the world oil market. His plan would 
index quarterly growth and inflation rates 
to an agreed basket of currencies includ- 
ing the U.S. dollar and nine others. 

The system cannot be introduced until 
OPEC returns to a unified price structure 
involving a benchmark crude oil price with 
differentials for high quality crudes. This 
was abandoned in 1979 when Iranian 
output slumped following the revolution, 
causing a world shortage with producers 
scrambling to chase soaring prices on the 
spot market.

Kingdom drops smelter plan

JEDDAH. May 28 — Following recent 
pledges by the Kingdom to work tor Arabian 
peninsula economic integration. Minister of 
Industry and Electricity Dr. Ghazi Algosaibi 
said Saudi Arabia will drop plans for an 
aluminum smelter in Jubail because of plan- 
ned alu minum smelter expansion in Bahrain 
and Dubai. 

Algosaibi made the announcement on his 
arrival in Bahrain Tuesday, saying the move 
indicates Saudi Arabia's “deep commitment 
to industrial coordination among Gulf coun- 
tries” The cancellation of plans for an 
al umin um smelter in Jubail is an important 
step in bringing reality to agreements made 
by Arabian peninsula ministers recently at a 
conference in Doha, Qatar. The Doha con- 
ference ended May 21 with resolutions to 
stre amlin e joint marketing of several indus- 
trial exports, establish central manpower 
training facilities and develop increased pro- 
duction of minerals, cement and petrochemi- 
cals. 

The Kingdom's leaders apparently feel the 
Jubail smelter would conflict with expansion 
of Bahrain's aluminum smelter and the con- 
struction of a new smelter in Dubai. Saudi 
Arabia’s move indicates a willingness to turn 
expressions of hope for economic integration 
in the peninsula into concrete actions.

Carter will visit 
5 European states 

WASHINGTON, May 28 (R) — President 
Carter has accepted invitations to visit Italy, 
the Vatican, Yugoslavia. Spain and Portugal 
next month, the White House announced 
Wednesday. The visits will come immediately 
before and after the previously scheduled 
economic summit meeting of the seven major 
industrial nations in Venice cm June 22 and 
23. 

The White House formally announced 
president’s acceptance of invitations to visit 
Italy on June 19 to 21, Yugoslavia on June 24 
to 25, Spain on June 25 to 26, and Portugal 
on June 26 on his way back to Washington. 
He also will stop at the Vatican on June 21 to 
call on Pope John Paul n, who toured the 
United States last October and visited the 
-White House. 

Cartel’s decision to send Vice President 
Walter Mondale to the funeral of Yugoslav 
President Tito this month, rather than attend 
himself, was openly criticised by U.S. allies 
and, privately, by some of his own advisers in 
the State Department.

The Kingdom has been working actively 
for economic integration since planning 
ministers from seven Arabian peninsula 
states met in Riyadh in June of 1979. Saudi 
Arabia. Kuwait, Bahrain, Oatar, the United 
Arab Emirates. Oman and North Yemen 
participated in the Riyadh conference. The 
planning ministers stressed commitment to 
total and complete coordination, saying 
coordinating development plans was only a 
transition period that would lead to economic 
unity. 

Other moves in 1979 leading up to the 
Riyadh conference also proved important in 
achieving closer coordination of develop- 
the Joint Commission for industrial Coordi- 
nation. The meeting set as a long-range goal 
the economic integration of Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait. It ended with an agreement in prin- 
ciple for an SR2.3 billion fund to be used for 
joint industrial ventures. Kuwait and Saudi 
Arabia discussed progress on several indus- 
trial plants that would help supply demands 
for products the two countries were forced to 
import. 

One of the important short-term goals dis- 
cussed in Dhoa earlier this month was the 
development on infrastructure services to 
prevent expensive duplication among 
member states. Duplication of services and 
competition are two factors that work to 
separate potential allies in joint economic 
ventures, as the European Economic Com- 
munity is continuing to learn painfully. 

Saudi Arabia's plans to work dosely in 
developing aluminum smelting with Bahrain, 
and its lessening of competition for the huge 
Dubai smelter are a step toward economic 
integration and away from expensive duplica- 
tion of heavy industries. Historically, the 
Arabian peninsula has been regarded as a 
single political, economic and social entity, 
and tiie Doha conference reaffirmed the pos- 
sibility of restoring it to that status. Saudi 
Arabia apparently plans to lead the way in 
working the goal of economic integration 

Military conference 
begins in Damascus 

DAMASCUS , May 2S (APJ — A military 
conference began here Wednesday to lay 
down {dans for establishing a joint Arab 
Force to help Syria confront Israel, an offidal 
spokesman reported. He said senior officers 
from Libya, Algeria, South Yemen and the 
Palestine Liberation Organization joined 
Syrian Defense Minister Maj. Gen. Mustafa 
lias in the two-day conference. 

The joint force is to be stationed perma- 
nently in Syria and unofficial reports here 
said Maj. Gen. Ali Asian would be named 
commander of the force. 

Aslan was the commanding officer of the 
Syrian Army which intervened in Lebanon in 
1976 to snuff out the civil war between 
Lebanese rightist Christians and an alliance 
of nationalist Muslims and Palestinian com- 
mandos.

WASHINGTON. May 28 (AP) — Co vis 
Maksoud. Arab League representative at the 
United Nations, has defended violence by 
Palestinians as “an option of last resort.” 

“To find that they are being called terror- 
ists puts them in a very good historical con- 
text," he said. “Only a year ago Mr. (Robert) 
Mugabe was considered a terrorist, and I 
think* today he is recognized as the prime 
minister of Zimbabwe.” 

Violence will be reduced, he said, if the 
“occupying and colonizing power" — mean- 
ing Israel — softens its occupation and with- 
draws. Maksoud. a Lebanese, denounced the 
Camp David peace agreement among the 
United States. Israel and Egypt as “diploma- 
tic daydreaming." He said Egypt has been 
suspended from both the Arab League and 
the Arab world. 

“Autonomy as an objective is unaccept- 
able:" he said. “ It preempts Palestinian inde- 
pendence and »sovereignty.” He set 
“non a ligament*' as z goal for the Arab states 
and described the Camp David agreement as 
an effort to introduce the cold war into the 
Middle East. 

Maksoud spoke at a National Press Club 
luncheon Tuesday and told a questioner that 
one of the club's committee members had 
tried to cancel the luncheon, but had been 
overruled by the dub’s board of governors. 
“These are the adventures of an Arab in 
Washington these days," be said.

Soviets to give Aden economic aid 


MOSCOW, May 28 (Agencies) — The 
Soviet Union and South Yemen Wednesday 
agreed to set up a commission to decide on 
future economic and technological coopera- 
tion including the construction of a thermal 
power station in die Red Sea state. 

The official Soviet news agency Tass said 
agreements were drawn up at the end of two 
days of talks between a South Yemeni deleg- 
ation, headed by President Ali Nasser 
Muhammad, and Soviet officials. 

Tass said that in a Kremlin talks Wednes- 
day Ali Nasser and Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev discussed political and economic 
cooperation and “key international issues.” 
It said there was “a full identity of views” 
between the two sides. 

President Brezhnev, speaking at a Kremlin 
dinner Tuesday night in honor of Ali Nasser, 
said a political settlement of the Afghan crisis 
was possible but it would require an end to 
what he described as armed invasions from 
neighboring countries. 

According to Tass, Brezhnev assured Ali 
Nasser that" the Soviet Union will, as before, 
be on the side of the friendly South Yemeni 
peop le." 

Soviet and South Yemeni officials signed 
agreements on setting up a commission on 
economic and technical cooperation and on 
construction of a thermal power station, Tass 
said. Ali Nasser arrived in Moscow Tuesday 
for an official visit. 

Earlier Tuesday night Brezhnev said that 


Moscow was unable to “torn a deaf ear 1 ' to 
Afghan appeals for military assistance — par- 
ticularly because actions by Afghanistan's 
enemies “presented a threat also to the sec- 
urity of our southern border." 

Speaking in a banquet toast to Ah Nasser 
Brezhnev also said the main reason for the 
worsening of the world situation was “the 
militarist course of the United States." 
Brezhnev, in remarks carried by Tass, 
emphasized the Soviet position that die 
Afghan crisis can be settled by political 
means if “outside" interference in the coun- 
try is ended. 

“,To those who now, even for the most 
honorable motives, call for an end to Soviet 
military aid to Afghanistan, we believe the 
first task is to remove the causes that made 
this aid necessary,” Brezhnev said. 

“A political settlement is fully possible. Its 
baas would be a guaranteed end to military 
invasions into Afghanistan by counter- 
revolutionary forces from neighboring 
states.” 

Brezhnev indicated the withdrawal of die 
80,000 Soviet troops in Afghanistan was 
largely up to Pakistan, which borders 
Afghanistan and has been accused by Mos- 
cow of serving as a base for Afghan Muslim 
freedom fighters. 

On the Middle East, Brezhnev and Ali 
Nasser condemned attempts to settle prob- 
lems there by Israeli' Egyptian talks on the 
basis of the Camp David agreements.

DAMASCUS, May 28. (R) — Syrian 
Premier Abdul Rauf AI-Kasm has 
accused the United States of seeking to 
change the Syrian regime.

He said “Syria's enemies were frigh- 
tened when the Syrian government 
embarked on base internal reforms and 
sought to block these but failed, and we 
are steadily marchingjoward our goal.*'

Mengistu 
concludes 
Sudan visit 

Says talks ‘fruitful 
and all-round success ’ 

' ADDIS ABABA, May 28 (R) — Ethio- 
pian leader Mengistu Hade Mariam returned 
Wednesday from talks in neighboring Sudan 
which he described as “fruitful and an all- 
round success.” 

He told reporters at Addis Ababa Airport 
that his five-day visit and talks with Sudan 
President Jaafar Numeiri had opened a new 
vista of co-operation between the two Horn 
of Africa neigbors. 

Observers in Khartoum believed the five 
rounds of dosed talks between the two lead- 
ers covered the 19-year-old secessionist war 
In Ethiopia’s Red Sea province of Eritrea, as 
well as border and refugee questions. 

Without mentioning the subjects discussed 
Mengistu Wednesday said both sides had 
agreed to remove obstacles hindering the 
development of good neighborly relations. 
He said President Numeiri had accepted an 
invitation to visit Ethiopia. The date of the 
official visit will be announced later. 

The Sudanese and Ethiopian delegations 
Wednesday held a concluding session of talks 
and signed a joint communique, expected to 
be released here and in Khartoum later Wed- 
nesday. 

Relations between the two states have 
been soured by the war in Eritrea. The Erit- 
rean fighters have been supplied largely 
through Sudan and some 300,000 Eritrean 
refugees are living in Sudan. 

This year saw a rapprochement between. 
Ethiopia and Sudan with a joint commission 
to regulate border problems being reacti- 
vated and trade and cultural visis organized. 
The commission also will ease the voluntary 
repatri ation of refugees from each country. 

Djibouti gets 
Iraq’s $60m aid 

DJIBOUTI, May 28 (AFP) — Iraq has' 
granted Djibouti almost S 60 million in 
aid, part of which will go toward helping 
drought victims, a presidential communi- 
que announced here Wednesday. More 
than half the aid was in the form of a gift, 
the communique, which followed a vis? to 
Iraq by Premier Barkat Gourad, said.

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PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti, May 28 
(Agencies) — Haitian President Jean- Claude 
Duvalier married the divorced daughter of a 
wealthy businessman Tuesday night in a lav- 
ish ceremony staged amid the squalor of the 
poorest nation in the Western hemisphere. 

The 27-year-old president, known as 
"Baby Doc,” and bis bride, 27- year-old 
Michele Bennett, exchanged vows in the 
neo- Gothic Cathedral of Port-Au-Prince 
before 2,1 25 guests sweating in evening dress 
in the oppressive tropic heat. The ceremony 
was performed by Monsignor Francois 
Wolff- Ligonee, the archbishop erf Port-Au- 
Prince, who had explained that he was able to 
many a divorced woman in his church 
because her previous union to Haitian 
businessman Alex Pasquet was blessed by the 
Episcopal church. 

The ceremony was televised live, and as the 
couple were married the streets around the 
national palace were jammed with people 
dancing amid the sound of bells, whistles and 
drums. A national holiday has been decreed 
for 24 hours from noon Tuesday. 

Huge bouquets of flowers were placed on 
the mall in front of the gleaming white presi- 
dential palace and workmen had spruced up 
the centuries-old Roman Catholic cathedral. 
Miss Bennett is the mother of two children. It 
is Duvaliex’s first marriage. 

The wedding reception was held on the 
president’s ranch 32 kilometers outside 
Port-Au-Prince, where the couple will spend 
their honeymoon. 

There is speculation that the marriage 
signals the eventual liberalization of 
Duvaliei's autocratic rule, which he has car- 
ried on m the tradition of his father, Francois 
“Papa Doc” Duvalier. 

Before be died in 1971, the elder Duvalier 
amended the constitution so that his son, then 
19, would inherit the presidency- for- life. 

Expectations of liberalization stem from a 


belief that the marriage means a lessening of 
the great influence which the president's 
mother. Simone Duvalier, has wielded since 
her husband died. 

Duvalier denied reports that his mother 
opposed his marriage, and she was matron of 
honor at the wedding. She will keep her title 
of first lady of the republic, but a new title has 
been created for her daughter-in-law: 
Madame President. 

Hie president has made a number of 
cabinet changes in recent moaths, shuffling 
power between young officials known to sup- 
port him and veterans of his father's regime 
known to be loyal to bis mother. 

Hie most recent cabinet change came days 


before the wedding and Duvalier' s younger 
associates emerged on the top. Significantly, 
one key appointment went to a man who has 
angered Mrs. Duvalier in the past. 

One Western source, who declined to be 
identified, saw the timing of the shakeup as 
significant and said the wedding “finally 
asserts (Duvalier) as a man.” 

The marriage “could change things.” said 
Gerard Gouige, head of Haiti* s human rights 
league, adding that it “might stabilize and 
reinforce the government” by bolstering 
Duvalier 1 s ties with the middele class. His 
father's power was founded on the suppoit of 
the peasant masses, and they have remained 
the son’s power base also. 


U.S. drops Jordan drug charges

NEW YORK, May 28 (AFP) — A special 
federal prosecutor has decided that there is 
insufficient evidence to justify prosecution of 
U.S. presidential assistant Hamilton Jordan 
on charges of having taken cocaine, the New 
York Times has reported. 

The prosecutor, Arthur Christy, was 
appointed by the U.S. Justice Department, to 
look into the charges against Jordan. They 
had been lodged by Steve Rube 11 and Ian 
Schrager, owners of the now-dosed New 
York discotheque “Studio 54.” The two men, 
who are facing tax-fraud charges, accused 
Jordan of taking cocaine in their establish- 
ment. 

According to the New York Times, which 
dted FBI sources, the two owners trumped 
up die accusation in an attempt to get the 
Justice Department to drop fraud charges 
against them. 

Questioned by reporters, the lawyer rep- 
resenting Rubell and Schrager said he was 
convinced that the two men had not manufac- 
tured the charges against the White House 
chief of staff. 


primary tests 
in two states 

NEW YORK, May 28 (R) — President 
Jimmy Carter moved closer to the Democra- 
tic party's presidential nomination Tuesday 
night by beating rival Senator Edward Ken- 
nedy in primary elections in Kentucky and 
Arkansas. 

On the Republican side, Ronald R eag a n , 
who has already won enough delegates to 
guarantee himself his party’s White House 
nomination, scored an easy win over George 
Bush in Kentucky. 

Bush, who quit the race Monday, redeved 
seven per cent of the Kentucky vote to 83 per 
cent for Reagan. With 91 per cent of the vote 
in. Carter beat Kennedy by 67 to 23 per cent 
in Kentucky, which will send 50 delegates to 
the Democratic national convention in 
August. 

In Arkansas, Carter led Kennedy by 61 to 
15 per cent, according to early returns. 

Returns from Idaho and Nevada, which 
also held primaries Tuesday, were not avail- 
able. 

Carter needs 1.666 delegates to win the 
Democratic nomination and according to 
unofficial tallies has 1,571. He is not 
expected to reach the required number until 
the final round of primaries on June. 3. 

Kennedy’s forces maintain he still has a 
chance of winning the Democratic nomina- 
tion and they are banking on strong showings 
in the final primary round next Tuesday, to 
prove to the part Carter does not have die 
nomination wrapped up. 

Bush admitted in a news conference 
Moody that Reagan had the delegates to sec- 
ure the Republican nomination and he drop- 
ped out after spending two years and $ 16 
million in pursuit of die presidency. He said 
he would work for Reagan's election.

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WILL SADAT RECONSIDER? 

By a stroke of poetical justice, the deadline for the 
Egyptian- Israeli “Palestinian autonomy” talks was 
marked by the explosion of the long pent up feud bet- 
ween Menahem Begin and Ezer Weizman. The dissent- 
ing minister of defense, as if to confirm all that the rest of 
the Arabs have been saying to Sadat from the beginning, 
accused Begin of intentionally ruining the chance of a 
real peace with Egypt. 

Begin answered in kind, accusing Weizman of lying 
and of conspiracy to undermine the government, all in 
the service of furthering his personal ambitions. Yet, 
what Weizman has said does not strike the Arabs, and 
the vast majority of the international community, as a 
revelation. Even President Sadat lost patience in the end 
with Begin’ s prevarications and provocations and sus- 
pended his country’s participation in the talks. 

The mud-slinging match between Begin and Weizman 
is not in itself important so far. as the Arab world is 
concerned. The real point is Egypt's persistent vacilla- 
tion on the issue of the talks, despite the suspension, and 
despite Weizman’ s opinion. Sadat, evidently and for all 
his trust in Weizman. still hopes for a positive outcome. 
Sadat’s vice, president. Hosni Mubarak, who visited 
Washington last week, had asked President Carter to 
intervene to force Israel to modify its stand. 

It is hard to believe that Sadat still thinks this is poss- 
ible. Not only the words of Israel’s politicians, but the 
constant deeds of the Begin government have been wit- 
ness to the fact that the whole of the so-called “peace 
process was used by Israel as a cover for its annexation- 
ist designs. It calls its aim the establishing of “auton- 
omy” for the Palestinians but defines this in such a way 
as to denude the words of all meaning. 

Will Sadat now reconsider his position? Let him do 
this not on the basis of what the Arabs have been saying 
all along, but on what the Israelis themselves are begin- 
ning to say.

Carter’s need for ‘honest counselors’

WASHINGTON — 
The best aid for the ruler, as Seneca said, “is to 
have an honest counselor.” Previous U.S. presi- 
dents have h^d a continuing group of such outside 
counselors in the bipartisan, extremely influential- 
but little-known President's Foreign Intelligence 
Advisory Board. After taking office. President 
Timmy Carter abolished board. The aborted 
rescue mission in Iran raises serious questions about 

tile advisability of that decision. 

A continuing small board was first created by 
President Dwight Eisenhower during his second 
term to audit the intelligence process and direct 
presidential advice. In his exuberance for personal 
leadership and dislike for the more staid 
Eisenhower process. President John Kennedy 
abolished the board soon after taking office but was 
wise enough to reinstitute a refurbished board in 
1961 in the aftermath of the Bay of Pigs. 

Under the Johnson administration, the board. _ 
remained intact, though increasingly less used, as 
tiie president became isolated in his strategy of 


attrition in Vietnam. During the Nixon administra- 
tion, senior policy officials never liked being 
second-guessed or critiqued by an outside group 
with direct access to the president, and meetings 
with the president were not as frequent as theboard 
wanted. Despite this impediment, the board served 
Nixonand Gerald Ford very well — especially Mien 
most needed. 

Those unaware of the board* s workings failed to 
understand this unique role. Obviously no govern- 
ment can rule by committee, and outride advisers 
always suffer to some extent from a lack of current 
knowledge and relevance. Nonetheless, this experi- 
enced board maintained a continuing critique of the 
intelligence and national security process. Sup- 
ported by only a three-man staff, it met once every 
two months in the Executive Office Building, next 
to tiie White House, and would call in high officials 
throughout the government for evaluation of prog- 
rams and policies. Subgroups traveled throughout 
the world when there was a policy foOure. 

Some of-the past boards' accomplishments speak 
for themselves. Under the aegis of a member. Dr. 
Edwin Land, it prodded the government into the 
use of overhead surveillance, which led to satellite 
photography and telemetry. Even before the 
energy crisis, it questioned the lack of emphasis on 
^economic, c omme rcial and financial intelligence. It 
. did postmortems on a variety of intelligence £a0- 
ures.lt warned against the rising use of terrorism, as 


wdl as the 
capabilities. 


effects of growing Soviet naval 


The range and richness of advice available to 
presidents was illustrated by its four chairmen: 
James Killian Jr., scientist; Gaik Clifford, lawyer; 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor Jr., Adm. George Anderson 
and Leo Cheme, research executive. The board's 
makeup constituted a who’s who in the security and 
diplomatic fields. 

With the Iranian fiasco, as weQ as major ques- 
tions other events have generated about the Carter 
administration's entire decision-malting process, 
tiie board urgently needs to be reinstituted with an 
esteemed non-partisan m e m b ership of experienced 
strategists, diplomats, economists, scientists and 
former cabinet members. The blue- ribbon advisory 
board — call it, say, the president's National Sec-

The day St. Helens blew her top

WASHINGTON — 

The polar jet stream, a high altitude air current 
that sweeps across North America from west to 
east, has carried countless millions of tons cf thick, 
grey, acidic dust in a vast wedge shape from 
Washington state to New England, in the wake of 
the dramatic eruption of the long-dormant volcano. 
Mount St Helens. 

Even the fact that 18 persons are known to have 
been killed — and 88 more are missing — has paled 
beside the question : How will we live with all this 
dust? 

Huge billowing douds cf dust have settled on 
prosperous towns like Spokane and Yakima, a 
hundred or so miles east of the volcano, and on 
university towns like Missoula. Montana, and great 
industrial cities like Denver. Colorado. 

Air pollution emergencies have been declared. 
Automatic street lights have been turned on at mid- 
day because of tiie darkening of the skies. Birds 
have stopped sin ging , as they do during solar 
edipses. A great winding-sheet is settling over parts 
of tiie United States, and no one knows bow to deal 
with it 

Mount St Helms exploded with great violence 
two weeks ago, after giving warnings of inner rest- 
lessness for toe previous two months. It last erupted 
more than 120 years ago but in those days, 
Washington state was barely settled. 

People living in the immediate vicinity of toe 
mountain knew vaguely what to expect — which is 
why there were, in terms of natural disasters, so few 
casualties when the top 1.200 feet of toe mountain 
blew off into toe stratosphere at 839. It was the 
people downwind who were caught unawares. 


Dust partides, some glued by atmospheric mois- 
ture into lumps the size of golfbaDs. began to des- 
cent over eastern Washington state within an hour 
of the first eruption, and later several feet of crun- 
chy abrasive, foul-smelling dust lay everywhere. 
“ ft looks like a snowfall, kind of dirty, but kind of 
pretty, too, ” said one Yakima resident. “ Only 
problem is , this stuff won’ t melt when the sun comes 
out. ” 

On toe second day. toe jet stream, moving east at 
some 50 knots, spread toe dust out over Montana 
and its rich ranchlands. On toe third day, it had 
reached in a great swath across toe Mi s si ssi ppi 
River at St. Louis — no longer depositing much 
more than the finest of films on parked cars and cm 
window-sills, but creating wildly beautiful atmos- 
pheric effects. 

The sunsets may not be as spectacular as those 
that followed toe explosion of Krakatoa in toe 
western Pacific more than a century ago. but they 
have already changed color, with brilliant reds and, 
yellows prompting Americans to go on a photo- 
graphic binge. 

By midweek the high-level dust douds were due 
over toe Appalachians and the New England states 
— paralleling, as one might expect, a coast- to-coast 
planned balloon flight which made ail toe headlines 
in tiie U.S. for much of toe week before. 

By toe time toe douds were over toe east coast, 
nothing was dropping from them ; but even in their 
spent condition, they presented a curious spectade, 
and easterners, normally a people not easily moved, 
turned our in their thousands to see the products of 
the fiery west coast volcano. 

Mount St. Helens quietened down shortly after 
her first major display, allowing rescue crew to fish 


some of the cars caught in the first terrible wave of 
heat and blast Others known to be missing — 
inducting 83-year-old Harry R. Truman, who 
refused to move from his fishing lodge at Spirit 
Lake, high on toe northern slopes of toe volcano — 
are presumed buried some 30 feet of mud and ash 
and fallen timber. 

Authorities in the cities of Longview and Kelso, 
50 miles west of toe mountain, are worried that 
huge mud dams that have caused water back-ups 
behind them may break under toe pressure — and 
perhaps he helped in their destruction by more 
earth tremors from toe volcano. 

Police say they are confident that the townspeo- 
ple can be evacuated in time if a great wall of water 
starts coursing toward them. Staff at toe loa 1 Tro- 
jan atomic power station say they are sure toe struc- 
ture can withstand anything Mount St Helens 
hand oul 

Trooper John Wit craft of toe Washington state 
police was not so sanguine : “ This is one helluva 
place to be in nowadays. It always (fid rain a lot." 
Now we’ve got a great atomic power plant in toe 
valley and an exploding volcano at toe bead of it. 
If 5 the kind of tiling that makes you wonder about 
life expectancy here. ” 

People most immediately concerned about toe 
effects of toe eruption are those downwind of toe 
9.600ft peak. Next month the cherry crop of eastern 
Washington's Yakima Valley is due to be har- 
vested : every cherry in sight is now covered with 
thick grey dust and will probably not ripen. 

Horses and cattle in Montana and Wyo ming

mouths and nostrils. Milk is starting to taste odd.

TOKYO, May 28 (Agencies) — The dollar 
gained two yen against the Japanese currency 
Wednesday, dosing at 222.95 compared to 
Tuesday’s finish of 220.90 yen. The dollar 
opened Wednesday at 19.80 yen and edged 
np throughout the day, without help from 
intervention by the bank of Japan which has 
been s upp or tin g the American currency 
recently.

Japan maintains lead in shipbuilding 


THURSDAY-FRIDAY, MAY 




LONDON, May 28 (AFP) — There was a 
further increase in the world shipbuilding 
order book during the first quarter of 1980, 
with Japan again claiming the lion’s share, 
statistics published by Lloyd's Register of 
Shipbuilding showed. 

It was die fourth successive quarterly 
increase since the 14-year low in the first 
quarter last year. Total orders stood at 30.8 
million gross tons, up 9.1 per cent (2.59 mil- 
lion tons) on the fourth quarter and 15 per 
cent (3.8 million tons) more than a year ago. 

New orders during the quarter amounted 
to 5.4 million tons, almost twice the total 
output during the period. Vessels under con- 
struction during the quarter amounted to 
1 3.2 million tons (up 4. 1 per cent or 526,800 
tons), while 17.68 million tons were not 
started (70 per cent or 2.06 million tons). 


Large vessels continued to be less promi- 
nent among orders and die number of ships of 
more than 100,000 tons on order fell to 10 
during the period, compared with 17 a year 
ago. 

Bulk carriers remained in favour in prefer- 
ence to oil tankers, with their total order 
book rising 18.5 per cent (1.63 million tons) 
to 10.4 million tons. Tanker orders increased 
14.8 per cent (1.3 million tons) to 10.05 mil- 
lion tons, while general cargo orders fell 8.5 
per cent (495,000 tons) to 5.29 million tons. 

The Japanese yards remained at the top of 
die shipbuilding league table, with their 
“book" increasing 20 per cent (1.91 million 
tons) to 1 1 .25 million tons. This figure was 
more than four times the size of its nearest 
rival, Brazil, whose book was reduced by 63 
per cent ( 1 59.000 tons) to 236 million tons.

(AFP) — The Mitsui group, one of Japan's 
largest industrial organizations, has set up a 
fund at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology to support young faculty members try- 
ing to solve problems connected with tech- 
nological growth in industrial countries.

WASHINGTON, May 28 (AP) — The 
world-wide acceleration of consumer prices 
continued in die first months of 1980 despite 
a dip in wholesale prices in April, the interna- 
tional Monetary Fuad said. 

Preliminary calculations indicated that the 
wholesale price index of primary com- 
modities traded internationally was down for 
the second month in a row in April, the fund 
said. 

The two-month decline dropped the index 
by 5.2 per cent to 1 60 from its- all-time peak 
of 168.7 in February 1980. StiU, die April, 
level was 24.9 percent higher than in January, 
1979. 


The average 12-month rate of growth of 
consumer prices in all member countries of 
the monetary hmd picked . up speed in Janu- 
ary, the latest month for which data are avail- 
able for all countries. 

In the industrial countries, the steady 
22-month rise of consumer prices continued 
into March 1980 when the average for the 
group, based on partial data, was 12.5 per- 
cent higberthan in March 1 979. compared to 
12.1 percent in February and 1 1 .7 percent in 
January. 

These facts were reported in the May issue 
of “International Financial Statistics," a 
monthly publication of the fund.

TOKYO, May 28 (WP) — Twenty miles 
southwest of Tokyo, the Zama factory of Nis- 
san, Japan's second laigest auto-maker, rolls 
out about 1 ,750 cars a day. Because an amaz- 
ing 96 per cent of all of the welds in the 
body-assembly shop are produced by robots, 
the Zama output comes to a spectacular 67 
cars per live man per year, almost 50 per cent 
greater than the Japanese industry-wide 
average of 45 cars per year. 

In the United States, far behind Japan in 
“robotizing" the average productivity per 
man per year is only 25 cars. (In Europe the 
productivity is even lower — 11 cars per man 
year, for example, in West Germany.) 

Although figures cannot be checked pre- 
cisely, a consensus of U.S. government and 
private estimates is that of the 16,000 robots 
that have been produced so far, 13,000 are in 
Japan, only about 2,000 are in the United 
States, and less than 1,000 are in Europe. 

The world is merely on the threshold of a 
bursting development in robots. But the ones 
that already exist (about half are on auto 
assembly lines) are increasingly sophisti- 
cated. They have a sense of touch and a sense 
of sight (through TV cameras). 

Lately, robots have acquired microproces- 
sor “brains” that allow them to switch their 
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programs automatically. For example, a 
single robotized line at Zama turns out about 
50 variations of Nissan cars, marketed in the 
U.S. under the Datsun nameplate. 

With that background, it is not surprising 
that as the U.S. enters what may be a deep 
recession, with domestic auto output down to 
barely more than 50 per cent of normal, 
Japanese auto exports are sailing along an 
untroubled path. 

So far this year imports have captured 
about 26.5 per cent of the U 3. market — and 
more than 8 out of every 1 0 imported cars are 
Japanese. Thus, Japan alone has close to 22 
per cent of the U.S. car market, compared to 
17 per cent last year. 

The grim situation for General Motors. 
Ford, Chrysler and American Motors is really 
worse than implied by these figures, because 
“domestic” output now includes the growing 
influence of Volkswagen’s American sub- 
sidiary. 

At its new Scranton, Pa., plant, VW last 

year boosted its output to 175,170 auto- 
mobiles, more than half of its U.S. sales for 
the year. Last week, encouraged by its 
American success. VW announced that it 
would open a second plant, at Sterling 


Heights, Mich, an investment involving close 
to $ 800 milli on. 

Still, VW is a small factor against Japanese 
sales of 2.1 million cars here last year, led by 
Toyota, Nissan. Honda, and Mazda. Given 
the inability of American manufacturers to 
meet the demand for the kind of small, fuel- 
efficient cars introduced by the Japanese, it is 
little wonder that the United Auto Workers 
Union has passionately begged the major 
Japanese car makers to open up U3. assem- 
bly plants, and sought — unsuccessfully so far 
— the support of the Carter administration in 
curbing Japanese sales. 

Blame for the present plight of the U.S. 
auto industry cannot be laid exclusively at the 
door of management The American con- 
sumer has been reluctant to accept the reality 
of the energy crisis. As recent as the end of 
1 978 U.S. buyers were passing up small cars 
and moving confidently back into the readily 
available gas guzzlers. 

“Nor can the government — which con- 
trols the price of oil, and perhaps gave inade- 
quate signals to consumers and manufactur- 
ers to shift to more efficient autos — escape 
its share of criticism,” admits Ambassador 
Robert Hormats, Deputy U.S. Trade Rep- 
resentative.

Top seeds take easy wins in French Opei 


MOSCOW, May 28 (Agencies) — Soviet 
and Western officials here predict more 
struggles ahead over participation in the 
Moscow Olympics despite the publication 
Tuesday of an authoritative list of particip- 
ants. 

The list, issued by the International 
Olympic Committee in Lausanne. Switzer- 
land, said 85 nations had applied by Satur- 
day’s deadline to participate in the Moscow 
games — three fewer than the number of 
countries which participated in the 1976 
Montreal summer Olympics. 

But Soviet and IOC officials have indicated 
that applications after the deadline will also 
be accepted. Ignaty Novikov, chief of the 
Moscow Olympic Organizing Committee, 
told the Soviet news agency Tass that "it is 
known to us” ihat some countries not now 
participating plan to revise their decisions. 
He did not elaborate. 

Western diplomats here predicted continu- 
ing Soviet encouragement of countries to par- 
ticipate in the games despite L7.S. President 
Jimmy Carter’s call for an Olympic boycott 
over Soviet military involvement in 
Afghanistan. But at the same time, they said, 
pro-boycott forces also will be applying pres- 
sure. 

These sources noted that even among 
countries whose teams are nominally par- 
tiripauting at Moscow, some individual ath-

For example, the Australian men’s hockey 
team Tuesday decided to withdraw from the 
Moscow Olympics, the latest in a spite of 
defections from the country's Olympic side. 
The decision of the hockey players follows 
the withdrawal of Australia’s yachting, 
equestrian, women’s hockey and volleyball 
teams. Three athletes and two Olympic offi- 
cials have also withdrawn. 

An Australian Hockey Association official 
said the main reason for the team's derision 
was that the 12 nations originally going to 
Moscow to compete in the hockey had now 
dropped to two apart from Australia and the 
host country. 

He said Australia could be throwing away 
the chance for a gold medal, but if it were to 
win a medal it wanted to face top opposition. 
The Australian Olympic Federation . voted 
6-5 last week to send a team to Moscow in 
defiance of Prime Minister Malcolom 
Fraser’s repeated calls for a boycot. 

The United States said Tuesday it would 
keep pressing for a boycott of the Olympics 
and urged those who had accepted their invi- 
tations to change their minds. 

U.S. State Department spokesman Tom 
Reston urged countries “who may have pre- 
maturely accepted their invitations to Mos- 
cow to reverse their earlier decision, upon 


examining the current situation in Afghanis- 
tan.” ■ 

The IOC said 85 countries would send 
teams to Moscow, 36 would not go, and 21 
had not answered the invitation to take part 
Spokesman Reston said the United States is 
convinced the international boycott cam- 
paign has “not been a failure. On the con- 
trary,” he said, the U.S. was “veay pleased” 
following the boycott announcements by 
Japan. Tunisia and Niger. 

On the other hand, Soviet officials are 
denouncing the boycott as a flop. “In the 
opinion of the sports public and many states- 
men, the idea of boycotting the games has 
failed. The announced list of participants is 
evidence of the extensive support for the 
Olympic Games in Moscow by sportsmen in 
most countries erf the world ” said Deputy 
Premier Novikov. 

Novikov said the overwhelming majority 
of the 29 countries the IOC said had declined 
to take part had not been guided by political 
considerations “as opponents of the Olympic 
games are trying to present tilings.” 

Meanwhile, Kenya will host aU5. spon- 
sored boxing tournament in August for coun- 
tries boycotting the Moscow games, Harrison 
Kilonzo, secretary of the Amateur boxing 
Association of Kenya, said Wednesday. 

He said West Germany, Japan, Egypt; 
Ghana, Zaire and the United States are 
among the countries expected to' take part .

NEW YORK, May 28 (AP) — Michigan 
Coach Bo Schembechler says major-league 
basebairs “play me or trade me” lament is 
filtering into college football. 

“A freshman comes into college football 
and if he’s not in the lineup he figures be 
ought to go somewhere else,” Schembediler 
said during a physical fitness tour co- 
sponsored by the American Football 
Coaches Association and the Tea Council of 
the U.S.A. Inc. 

Schembechler said problems facing the 
sport indude “violations in recruiting you 
read about all the time, the forged transcript 
scandal, players receiving grades from 
courses they attend, gambling, coaches being 
fired and breaking contracts and agents.” 

Agents, he said, are “ becoming a tremend- 
ous problem. The unscrupulous ones attempt 
to make deals and talk to the players before 


they complete their eligibility. They're unbe- 
lievable.” 

Schembediler also suggested prhibiting 
head coaches from recruiting off-campus. 

“I’m interested in doing something about 
recruiting to make it a little more palatable,” 
he said. “People don’t understand the 
demands on a coach, flying all over the coun- 
try because prospects want to be visited by 
tiie head coach.” 

Schembediler, who has a 204-19-3 record 
in 1 1 seasons at Michigan, said a resolution 
passed by the AFGA in January cracking 
down on coaches whose teams are put on 
probation “doesn’t have enough teeth.” The 
resolutions bars those coaches from holding 
office or serving on AFCA committees and 
from coaching in all-star games. 

“It doesn’t go far enough,” Schembechler 
said. “The university president and the board

of regents has to say, ‘If we catch you cheat- 
ing, you’re fired.’ But by the same token, 
we’ve got to be realistic. Some schools have a 
greater opportunity to win than others 
because they're who they are. 

“If rd cheated, maybe 1 could have won a 
national championship and a couple of bowl 
games.” 

As far as coaches being fired and breaking 
contracts, he said that “both are wrong. If a 
school makes a commitment to a coach, it 
ought to stick to it And if I ask for a long- 
term contract, must figure if s a pretty good 
job.” 

Last season was schembechler 5 s poorest at 
Michigan, an 8-3 regular-season marks and a 
17-15 Gator Bowl loss to North Carolina. 
The four setbacks were by two points to 
North Carolina and Notre Dame and by three 
to Purdue and Ohio State. 

“The lacking game cost us all four games,” 
he said, opting thatthe. Wolverines made only . 
4 of 13 field-goal attempts, had for punts 
blocked and were eiththin the Big Ten Con- 
ference in net punting. .

INDIANAPOLIS. May 28 (LAT) — Hav- 
ing 30 rookies in the Indianapolis 500 was all 
right with defending champion Rick Mears, 
but he’s like them to have been more experi- 
enced than file 10 in Sunday's 64th race. 

"They used to have a rule here that you 
couldn't take a rookie test^ until you had at 
least three rides in championship cars," said 
the Bakersfield, Calif-, driver who won Indy 
in his second try. "Now all you need is enough 
money to take a ride in a fast car and show up 
qualifying day. 

‘Tm not pointing the finger at any one 
specific driver, but some of diem were learn- 
ing how to drive the track; during Sunday’s 
race while the rest of us were raang.lt makes 
for a bad situation/' 

Mears wouldn't point the finger, but it 
doesn’t take research to find that Don and 
Bill Whittington, the megabucks brothers 
from Fort Lauderdale, Fla., and road racer 
Gordon Smiley of Garland. Tex., have driven' 
in only one championship car race in their 
life. The Whittingtons both raced in last 
year’s California 500 and Smiley in this year’s 
Datsun 200 — all at Ontario Motor Speed- 
way in Ontario, Calif. 

Hurley Haywood, a veteran road racer 
from Jacksonville. Fla., has never driven in a 
champ car race, but he has won the 24 Hours 
of Daytona and many other 1MSA races. . 
Neither Billy Engl eh art nor Greg Leffier 
have raced champ cars but both are graduates 
of USAC sprint car and midget racing, once 
the main training ground for Indianapolis 
drivers. 

Dennis Firestone of Los Angeles has dri- 
ven only in last year 7 s California 500, but he is 
the mini- Indy champion and has driven sev- 
eral oval track races. 

The other three, Tim Richmond of Ash- 
land, Ohio; Roger Rager of Mound. Minn, 


who is started on the fourth row with Jim 1 
McElreath, at 52 the oldest driver in 
Indianapolis history; and Dick Ferguson of 
Glendale, Calif., have all had at least one 
season of championship car racing. 

Ten rookies is the largest number since 
1965 when there were 15, including three 
future champions, Mario Andretti. A! Unser 
and Gordoo Johncock. 

“I'll like to look back in 1995 and talk 
about the great crop of rookies in 1980," said 
Richmond, generally considered the class of 
this year’s freshmen. Richmond, who drove 
last year in cart and mini- Indy races, has the 
fastest time at Indianapolis Motor Speedway 
this year, a practice lap at 193.508 mph. 

"I’d like to think it was a great crop, too,’’ 
said Mears, "and it may be but I wish they 
knew more about driving this track. I 
wouldn't care if there were 30 rookies if all 
had the proper background for it." 

Johnny Rutherford, who won Sunday's 
event agreed with Mears before the race. ‘T d 
be lying if I said I wasn’t apprehensive about 
having 10 rookies," said Rutherford. "A lot 
of rookies hit the wall this month (seven of 
them), and that’s an indication something's 
wrong. It' s obvious we have too many on the 
track with too little experience." 

Lower speeds, brought about by a U.S. 
Auto Club rule that lowered the tur- 
bocharger boost from 50 indies to 48 inches, 
only aggravated the problem, according to 
Mears. 

"When you see a newer driver on the 
track, you tend to give him a little more room 
because you don’t know how he’ll react to 
new situations. If we had more boost, say 
about 60 like we had at Ontario, we could 
slow down to watch for the rookies and then 
get right back on it ( top speed) . But with only 
48 inches it takes half a lap to get up to speed 
again.

Experience shows that when 
a side has 27 points or more, a 
game can nearly always be 
made. But mere possession of 
these points doesn’t mean the 
game is awarded to the side 
that has them. There is first 
the question of bow declarer 
plays his cards. 

Take this deal where South 
mismanaged his assris. West 
led a clnb and declarer 
followed low from d um my, 
losing the finesse to East's 
king. Bade came die jade of 
spades, the queen losztg to the 


king, and a spade confirmation 
drove out the ace. When 
declarer then tried Ins third 
finesse — this time in 
diamonds — East won and 
cashed his spades to pot South 
down two. 

The land draws bow easy it 
is to fall a victhn to habit. It is 
deddediy tempting to finesse 
West’s dub lead, but declarer 
should rise with the ace more 
quickly than he can say 
FiTmppjgHitsHn Taking The 
ace assures the contract, 
while taking the finesse 
jeopardizes it The finesse 
should therefore be rejected. 

If South were dealing only 
with the problem of winning 
the mflTi F T H im number of dub 
tricks, he would of course 
finesse. But that is not his 
major problem. He should be 
trying to make three ootrump 
and not permit himself to be 
diverted from that goal by the 
opportunity to finesse. He 
should take the ace of dubs, 
{day a heart to the ace, lead 
the jack of diamonds and 
finesse. 

If it loses, South has nine 
brides. If it wins. South has at 
least ten tricks. He should not 
concern himself with the 
location of the king of dubs. 
The 30 points he can 
theoretically gain by a dub 
finesse are a drop in the 
bucket compared to the value 
of making a game.

Army withdraws from Kwangju 


TWANGJU. South Korea. May 28 (AFP) 
— South Korean forces began withdrawing 
from Kwangju Wednesday one day after 
crushing an anti- government rebellion in the 
city. 

But four heavy tanks and a company of 
martial law troops continued to restrict access 
to die city. 

More sandbag mounds were built since 
.Tuesday around the provincial government 
building in the city center although the 
number of tanks appeared to have been 
reduced there. 


Tanks are strongly positioned at strategic 
points leading into the dty center, sealing off 
the dty from the outside. Only military vehi- 
cles, along with cars carrying foreign journal- 
ists, are allowed to pass through numerous 
military check-points. 

Outwardly calmness reigned in the streets 
with some shops opened, but armed troops 
on guard were seen everywhere in town. 
Some firing was heard during the night in the 
dry’s North Eastern outskirt, indicating some 
diehard armed rebels were still putting up 
resistance. 


Armed troops were said to have blasted 

doors open to conduct house-to-house 

searches for armed rebels whenever inhabit- 
ants refused to open doors Tuesday night An 
inhabitant was reported shot dead, and later 
armed troops took away the dead body. 


At a temporary morgue in the dty center, 
some 30 new dead bodies were brought in 
Wednesday morning with the known death 
toll rising to 186 during the insurrection. A 
strict 9 p.m. curfew was enforced and the 
telephone link from Seoul was still cut.

Crisis may spur poll: Begin 


France to decide 


on manufacture 


of neutron bomb 


PARIS. May 28 (R| — France is seriously 
considering producing the neutroG bomb and 
President Valery' Giscard d’Estaing will take 
a decision shortly, spokesman for his main 
parliamentary group has said. 


TEL AVIV. May 28 (API — Prime Minis- 
ter Menahera Begin was quoted on Israel 
radio Wednesday as saying new elections 
may be required if his balky coalition part- 
ners resist his cabinet reshuffle to replace 
outgoing Defense Minister Ezer Weizman. 

Political sources in IsraeT s parliament, the 
Knesset, where Begin met delegations from 
his cabinet coalition, predicted the prime 
minister would delay announcing the cabinet 
lineup until next week because of opposition 
that appeared to be swelling. 

"Lf the crisis in the coalition continues, it 
will result in the fall of the government and 
early elections.” Israel radio quoted Begin as 
saying during a closed session with the 
Religious Party leadership. 

The popularity of Begin’ s government has 
plunged to 20-25 per cent in some recent 
opinion polls, and analysts felt Begin’ s men- 
tion of early elections was meant to force his 
partners into line instead of facing the electo- 
rate this year. Elections arc scheduled in 
November 1981. 

Interior Minister Yosef Burg, head of the 
Religious Party, wants Begin to retain for 
himself either the defense ministry or the 
foreign ministry, political sources said, but 
Burg's party was taking a cautious line to 
avoid an irreparable crisis. 

Political analysts believed Begin would 
persuade his reluctant partners in the ruling 
coalition to accept the new package. But 
plans to install the minister in their new posts 
by the end of this week may be delayed. 

.Amid an extraordinary exchange of bitter 
letters with Begin. Weizman walked out of 
the cabinet charging that the government was 
“ marching in place” on peace with the Arabs. 
Begin, outraged at Weizman « accusations. 


replied that the defense minister was trying 
“to depose me from my office.” 

Weizman’ s resignation takes effect Wed- 
nesday. Begin will hold the defense portfolio 
until his new appointments are approved in 
the Knesset, the Israeli parliament. 

Begin wants to move hawkish Yitzhak 
Shamir, newly appointed as foreign minister, 
to defense and to appoint Energy Minister 
Yitzhak Modai to the foreign ministry. 

The plan ran into immediate resistance 
from two key coalition parties, the Democra- 
tic Movement and the Religious Party. Both 
threatened to abstain in the parliamentary 
vote of approval on the appointments, which 
could conceivably defeat the plan. 

Begin scheduled a round of meetings with 
the coalition parties for Wednesday to win 
their support. 


3 ‘coloreds’ die 


near Cape Town 


JOHANNESBURG, May 28 (AP) - 
White gunmen in a van killed three youths of 
mixed race and injured two others Wednes- 
day during a demonstration in which a crowd 
threw stones at the vehide in Elsies River 
township near Cape Town the South African 
Press Association said. 

Police Minister Louis Legrange said police 
shot two of the youths. Details were not 
available. The press association said the dead 
youths were 13 or 14 years old. 

Police have arrested at least 1 .200 persons 
in the white minority government’ s attempt 
to suppress six weeks of unrest in schools and 
factories, the press association said. 


Jean-Marie Daillci said the Union Pour a 
Democratic Francaisc ( UDFj group recently 
submitted a report recommending the man- 
ufacture of the neutron bomb to strengthen 
France" s nudear arsenal, in the report the 
UDF. a coalition of non-Gauilist parties, 
mentions the Soviet Union for the first time 
as a potential enemy. 


Cop, journalist shot dead in Italy 


Disdosing the contents of the report. Dail- 
let told a press conference, "France must be 
prepared to face the possibility of an ons- 
laught of Soviet tank* roiling across Europe 
and threatening our country.” 


He said. “We can stop such an advance 
with neutron bombs before resorting to an 
all-out nuclear war. By building up its 
armored force beyond national defence 
requirements, the Soviet Union has betrayed 
itself as the potential adversary in Europe.” 


ROxME. May 28 (R) — A prominent 
Italian journalist and a Rome policeman 
were killed Wednesday in separate attacks in 
a resurgence of Italy' s urban guerrilla warfare 
which has daimed 30 lives this year. 

Walter Tobagi. 22. a well-known political 
commentator of Italy’s leading newspaper, 
Corriere Delia Sera, was shot in the neck and 
back by a gunman hidden behind bushes in a 
street near his home in Milan. 

In Rome a policeman was shot dead and 
two fellow officers and a taxi-driver were 
injured when masked gunmen opened fire on 
them in a street full of students outside a high 
school. 

Responsibility for the Milan killing was 
daimed by the March 28 Brigade, believed to 
have been formed by extreme leftist guerril- 
las of Italy’s Red Brigades, in a telephone call

We have executed the state terrorist Walter 
Tobagi and we shall continue our campaign 
against the press of the regime. a telephone 
caller told the Milan office of the daily La 
RepubUca. 

Two weeks ago, the same group shot and 
wounded Guido Passalacqua. a terrorism 
expert of the paper. 

Journalists have become targets of urban 
guerrilla attacks as well as judges and police- 
men. and in November 1977. the Red 
Briades killed Carlo Casalegno. deputy

Parliament urged 
to hold hostages 
until Shah returns 


TEHRAN. May 28 (Agencies) — Iran's 
new parliament convened Wednesday with a 
warning from Ayatollah Khomeini to be on 
guard against, " plotters” and a published 
appeal that the 53 U.S. hostages be held until 
the Shah and his wealth are returned and 
America pays damages. 

Khomeini made no direct reference to the 
hostage crisis, bur he urged the deputies to 
fear no-one except God and stand up 
against the Satanic powers who were deciding 
our destiny during the past 
regime." The Ayatollah also instructed the 
parliamentarians to have special respect for 
Iran’s religious minorities. There are three 
Christian, one Jewish and one Zornastrian 
among the deputies in parliament under con- 
stitutional rules protecting the minorities. 
Khomeini's message enjoined the deputies 

to follow resolutely a foreign policy of 
“ neither East nor West." adding that those 
in Iran with affiliations to the superpowers 
should be given guidance and if they did not 
accept thus, they should be isolated. 

President Abolhassao Bani-Sadr. in his 
address to parliament, concentrated on prob- 
lems of national security and c niinmic inde- 
pendence. 


Colonial glory haunts rebel Angola 


Squatters lay claim 
to luxury high-rises 
in African paradise 


LUANDA, Angola, May 28 (LAT) — It is 
hard to believe now, but only a few years ago 
Luanda was known as the Rio de Janeiro of 
Africa, and Angola was full of prosperity and 
abundance. Ask a Portuguese what life was 
like here then and he will smile, close his eyes 
and blow a kiss. 

When Angola was a Portuguese colony, he 
will say. it was a tar better plaoe to live than 
Lisboa, with weekends spent on the beach 
eating fresh lobsters and prawns, shops stuf- 
fed with government foods and the latest 
European fashions, luxury high-rise apart- 
ments overlooking the bay, summer homes at 
Lobito, and Luanda — ah. Luanda... 

Luanda had 170 night dubs and restaur- 
ants. It was built on hUls that rose gently from 
the bay and the sidewalks were paved with 
mosaic tile, and the streets were wide and 
lined with trees. There were parks every- 
where, neatly dipped and ablaze with Sow- 
ers. The skyline, from the 25-stoiy President 
Hotel to the 17th-century Dutch fort a few 
miles away, was like nothing anywhere else in 
Africa. There was no more striking urban 
view' on the entire continent. 

As recently as 1972, Angola grew 90 per 
cent of its own food and was die world’s 
fourth-iargest coffee producer. It had oil, 
diamonds and iron — and its annual indus- 
trial production topped $40 million. It had 17 
radio stations, 16 newspapers and 15 
magazines. 

But all that was before the Portuguese 
empire — and Angola — collapsed, leaving in 
its wake here a Marxist revouli tonary state. 

More- than any European power in Africa. 
Portugal, the poorest nation in Western 
Europe! had pursued a policy that guaran- 
teed eventual disaster, not only for the 
empire but for the future of its colonies as 
well. Places like Angola were the exclusive 
domain of white men who would stay on 
forever. 

When independence came in 1975, after 
15 years of rebellion, 98 percent of the Ango- 
lans were illiterate. There were few with any 
technical skills and virtually none with uni- 
versity degrees. 

Most of the 750,000 Portuguese fled 
Angola — the whitest colony in black Africa 
at the time of independence. They took with 
them everything they could carry or ship — 
vehicles, telephones, typewriters, coins to be 
melted down for the silver in them, even the 
faucets from bathrooms. 

Today you can still stand on the patio of the 
Panorama Hotel and gaze out across the bay 
at Africa's most beautiful skyline. But not 
much else is the same. 

The mosaic sidewalks have cracked and 
buckled, and garbage fills the streets. The 
luxury flats are occupied squatters, and laun- 
dry flaps on the balconies. The odor of urine

Alls the corridors, rats scurry through the 
abandoned restaurants, tom and filthy awn- 
ings hang limpy in the stifling afternoon heat. 
The parks are overgrown, the rusting frames 
of wrecked cars litter the streets. 

A visitor is struck by the eerie notion that 
he has entered a ghost town. Block after 
block of stores are dosed, their windows 
broken and boarded up. Elevators don’t 
work. Cargo stands rotting at the port. Neon 
signs flash above IBM.* Sony and Singer 
showrooms that have been empty for five 
years. At the airport there are no taxis to 
meet passengers arriving from Lisbon, Mos- 
cow and Havana, 

In a $40-a-day Luanda Hotel, guests find a 
notice advising: “The great difficulty we are 
finding in replacing lost or deteriorated 
objects forces us to make this special request. 
Should you need a towel, please request same 
at porter’s desk.” But the hotel has no por- 
ter’s desk — and no running water and no 
air-conditioning. 

Indeed, after five centuries of Portuguese 
domination and five years of Marxist revolu- 
tion guided by the Soviet Union. Angola is a 
fragile and wounded country in a state of 
utter deterioration.
